MEMPHIS HONORS
NATION'S RULER

President Accorded Warm Wel-
come af Reception to Gen-
eral Wright.

MADE FOUR SPEECHES THERE

Negre Audieuce of 3000 Became
Frantic With Delight When
Roosevelt Was Intro-
duced to Speak,

MEMPHIS, Nov. 10.—Although the
festivities of the day celebrated the
homecoming of General Luke E.
Wright, vice-governor of the Philip-
pines, It s no reflection upon the
warmth of the welcome extended to
him to say that President Roosevelt's
oresence was the overshadowing feéa-
ture of the day. Excursion trains were
rin Into the city and & number of dis-
tinguished people were preseni to par-
ticipate in the celebration, Among
them were Governor Benton MeMillin
and Genernl Joseph Wheeler, The
nirade wos a long one. Immediately
after the president's arrival, there was
a varade through the streets to the
Gayoso hotel, where & breakfast was
tendered the president and Governor
Wright by the ladies of Memphis.

In the afternoon the prosident attend
ed and spoke at two receptions given
in honor of Governor Wright, one at
the Auditorfum by white citizens and
hie olher in a hall in the black sec-
tion by the colored people. There was
a Coloninl Dames’ tea nt Gayoso and
the festivitles closed tonight with an
elaborate banquat at the Peabody. at
which the president delivered a set
speech,  Including some brief remarks
at break{ast, the president spoke four
times during the day. Altogether it
was & splendid tribute to affection and
essteem in which General Wright is held
at homa. =

Generul Wright responding to the
alilress of welcome, sald the criticiams
of the army and pavy was unjust
Thers might have been lsolated cases
of ¢ruelty deserving censure, bt these
casen were the excsption, not the rule.
On the whole, he saii, the war was
condustad In a4 most humane manner.

The reception tendered by the color-
ed prople was remarkable. Geneml
Wright earned their undying grati-
tude during two yellow fever epidemics
20 years ago by remaining here when
most of the whites had fled, and seelng
that the sick were cared for. The
whole spirit of the proceedings breath-
ed love and admiration for thelr friend.

General Wright, In addressing the
colored audience .=aild It would per-
haps have been better for Loth races
had tha change from siavery to citisen-
ship not come so suddenly.
